OBSEltVATIONS * ' ' ■. 

We are under no obligation to Henry Wade or the 
Dallas District Attorney's Office to advise them of the results 
of our Investigation. This particular Inquiry was made at the 
specific request of the President's Commission and Wade as well 
as members of his staff know that the results were furnished 
/to the Commission. It is also pointed out Hade would no doubt 
imjn'ed ia tel.y advise Willlaia Alexander of his staff concerning 
'o.'Ar findings. Whether Wade learns of our findings officially 
i>r>unoffic tally is of no concern to us and how the Bureau can 
be embarrassed by such a disclosure as suggested by Dallas is 
not apparent. Although Wade has cooperated In this particular 
Inquiry, it is still not felt the suggestion of Dallas has any 
merit.
